Claims 18-29, drawn to a transmission shaft extension releasably 
connectable with the transmission shaft and assessable through an 
opening in the transmission housing, classified in class 180, subclass 
53.1. 

IV. Claims 30-39, drawn to a housing mountable on an ATV and a variable 
orientation rotating shaft, classified in class 180, subclass 53.1. 

V. Claims 40-43, drawn to a means for coupling to a transmission shaft and 
means for fastening a PTO to a transmission, classified in class 180, 
subclass 53.1. 



Inventions I through V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
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they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, inventions I through V 
have separate utility such as the independent details of the apparatus may be 
separately usable and the manner of operating the apparatus does not specifically need 
to be provided by the method of configuring and arranging the apparatus.
